Good time had by ail 
at Monahans Dig-in' 


Lompoc’s first annual Mike Monahan Dig-in came to a slow and regretful 
end yesterday as the tide came in and the sun went down. 
The happening, brainchild of local artist Mike Monahan and his wife Dottie, 
attracted a crowd conservatively estimated ad from 300-500 people. They 
gathered on the beach at Ocean Park with shovels, hoes, rakes, buckets and 
high spirits. A few came with guitars and one came with a “ baby” grand 
piano. 
Monahan estimates that more than 2,000 man hours went into the construc­ 
tion of the giant sand sculpture dedicated to Mother on her day. 
The young, the middle-aged and the old, doctors, lawyers, students and even 
a couple from Australia turned out for the first event which promises to turn 
Into an annual celebration and commemoration. 
As the tide fell away, hundreds of happy and gay people fell to the task of 
constructing a design that had its own special symbolic significance to each 
participant. 
The giant project, stretching along the beach for more than a hundred 
yards, was completed as the incoming tide lapped at the perimeter wall de­ 
signed to protect the main segment. 
Shovels, hoes and buckets were put aside and the group, led by the bearded 
Monahan, paraded through the sand labyrinth clapping, singing and chanting. 
The march ended with the group encirling a huge driftwood bonfire. Song and 
music accompanied the sound of the waves as the ocean rose and demolished 
the entire project. 
Why was there a Lompoc happening'.’ 
"No real purpose,” says Dottie 
Monahan, “ It was just something different to bring people together in a crea­ 
tive way.” 
A local doctor, obviously moved by the scene, remarked, “ What a delight­ 
ful thing. Just look, all those people working and being happy creating some» 
thing just for the joy of doing it. I couldn’t possibly think of a better tribute 
to mothers everywhere than this event.” 
Do it again next year9 “ You bet,” says Monahan an infectious grin lighting 
his face.

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Missile force Nixon, Abram meet; 
endangered by report Wednesday 
Soviet might

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A Soviet nuclear 
attack on the United States by 1975 could 
wipe out perhaps 90 per cent of the U.S. 
strategic missile force, according to the 
Pentagon’s research chief. 
Dr. John S Foster Jr. made the esti­ 
mate Sunday —the first time the Penta­ 
gon has done so publicly. He said the pos­ 
sibility of such a missile loss is the rea­ 
son President Nixon wants to build an an- 
tiballistic missile (ABM) system to pro­ 
tect the nation’s missile installations. 
The United States has had a land-based 
force of 1,000 Minutemen and 54 Titan 
intercontinenal 
ballistic 
missiles 
(ICBM) all capable of carrying nuclear 
warheads across the world. Foster pre­ 
dicted that “ fewer than 100” of these 
ICBM’s would survive a Soviet attack by 
1975. 
Foster, director of Defense research 
and engineering, based the probable loss­ 
es on an intelligence assessment the 
Soviet Union would be able to build 
500 SS9 ICBMS by 1975. Each SS9 could 
carry three warheads for a total of 1,- 
500 warheads. The Soviets already have 
more than 200 SS9s and has experi­ 
mented with triple warheads. 
“ . . . If in 1975 the Soviets have 
500 SS9s and three warheads on each, 
they will have 1,500 warheads that could 
be directed against the 1,000 Minutemen, 
and I believe that there is a reason­ 
able calculation that would indicate that 
fewer than 100 minutemen would sur­ 
vive,” Foster said in an interview. 
The ABM is designed to intercept 
and destroy incoming missiles before 
Ihey reach the silos where the U.S. 
ICBMS are stored.

by China. Soviets 


HONG KONG (UPI)-CommunistChina 
today said it has accepted a Soviet 
proposal to discuss navigation on their 
disputed Ussuri River border, where 
battles have cost both sides heavy casu­ 
alties. 
The Soviets on April 26 proposed the 
meeting of the Joint Sino-Soviet River 
Commission for Khabarovsk next Mon­ 
day. Peking accepted but said the meet­ 
ing should be In June so both sides 
could make “ adequate preparations.” 
There was no Indication the border 
dispute would come up In the discussions. 
The Soviets also have proposed resuming 
border negotiations which broke off in 
1964.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— Sen. Paul J. 
Fannin, R-Ariz., said today he had been 
advised by a “ very reliable” attorney 
that Justice Abe Fortas plans to resign 
shortly from the Supreme Court. 
Fannin said the word was passed to 
him with the suggestion that Fannin 
announced plan to seek a special Senate 
inquiry into the latest Fortas controversy 
would not be necessary. 
At the White House, meanwhile, Pres­ 
ident Nixon's press secretary, Ronald 
Ziegler, denied that the President was 
putting pressure, through Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, on Fortas to resign. 
However, Mitchell said shortly after 
noon that he did, as first reported by 
Newsweek Magazine, visit Chief Justice 
Earl Warren last Wednesday to inform 
him of “ certain information” in con­ 
nection with Fortas’ receipt of a fee 
from the family foundation of finan­ 
cier Louis Wolfson. 
The Newsweek report was that Nixon 
asked Mitchell to see Warren in hopes 
of getting him to persuade Fortas to 
resign because of “ far more serious” 
information about Fortas that had not 
yet been disclosed. 
The 
Justice 
Department issued a 
seven-line statement in Mitchell’s name 
shortly after Ziegler said Nixon was 
not “ directly or immediately involved” 
in an effort to get Fortas to quit. 
Fannin did not reveal the source of 
his report that the justice would resign 
but said " I consider the person very 
reliable.” Fannin added, “ I’m expect­ 
ing It to occur this week.”

dent at the White House, along with oth­ 
er top military advisers, and was having 
lunch there with Nixon and several con­ 
gressional leaders. 
Abrams arranged to fly back to Viet­ 
nam later in the day. 


The White House announcement said 
the purpose of Abrams’ visit was to give 
the President his views on the general 
situation in Vietnam. It was the 
first 
meeting between the two since Abrams 
assumed command of U S forces in Viet- 
nam. 
White House officials cautioned that 
the meeting did not indicate any American 
troop withdrawal They said that subject 
was discussed only in the broader con­ 
test of the general military situation. 
Abrams reported to the President, 
Ziegler said, on “ enemy military activi­ 
ty, Including the possibility of new offen­ 
sives by the enemy, the state of train­ 
ing of the Vietnamese Army and the lev­ 
el of U S forces.” 


Abrams met Sunday night with Defense 
Secretary Melvin R Laird, Gen. Earle 
G Wheeler, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, and Dr. Henry A Kissinger, 
Nixon’s national security adviser. Laird, 
Wheeler and Kissinger also sat In on 
today’s White House session. 


The Wednesday night address by the 
President will be on national televi­ 
sion and radio. Ziegler characterized it 
as a “ major address” to the American 
people “ on the President’s views as to 
the prospects of peace in Vietnam.” 
White House officials said Nixon would 
not discuss troop withdrawal in the ad­ 
dress.

SAIGON (UPI) — Communist forces 
shelled 159 
Allied bases and towns 
throughout South Vietnam overnight in 
their heaviest round or mortar and 
rocket attacks since the 1968 Tet off­ 
ensive. U.S. officials called the opera­ 
tions the prelude to a new offensive. 
Military spokesmen said the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong also slammed 
ground attacks into three U.S. and South 
Vietnamese outposts guarding approach­ 
es to Saigon from Cambodia but lost 
278 
men 
against “ light allied cas­ 
ualties.” There were attacks also on 
Allied bases in the north. 
Viet Cong gunners fired one man- 
sized rocket into Saigon and staged nine 
terror attacks late Sunday and early 
today, killing seven civilians and wound­ 
ing 27 more persons, including three 
American soldiers. Government troops 
routed a Viet Cong squad trying to set 
up a mortar tube in a school six blocks 
from the presidential palace. 
The Communists also fired on five 
merchant ships in the Long Tau Canal 
leading to Saigon from the South China 
Sea. It was one of the heaviest con­ 
centrations of attacks on shipping dur­ 
ing the war. One ship was hit by a 
Communist rocket and rocket grenades. 
One civilian seaman was wounded. 
The UJS. Command today reported 
the loss of two more Army helicopters 
over the weekend. A CH4u was shot 
down by Communist gunners 28 miles 
west of Hue but there were no casual­ 
ties. One American was killed when an 
OHC observation helicopter was down­ 
ed by Communist ground fire 80 miles 
east of Saigon Sunday. UJS. B52 bomb­ 
ers flew 10 raids against Communist 
targets throughout South Vietnam Sun­ 
day night and early today. They dropped 
at least 900 tons of bombs on Communist 
troop concentrations and bas* ramps 
in the Central HlghUmk, the Mekong 
Delta and on infiltration routes north­ 
west and northeast of Saigon. One strike 
was 47 miles north-northwest of the 


cap ital. 
A U.S. roconnaissance pilot spotted 
a large band of Communist soldiers in 
the southeastern portion of the Dem­ 
ilitarized Zone Sunday and directed fight­ 
er-bomber and artillery strikes onto the 
position. The bodies of 19 Communist 
soldiers were counted in the strike area.

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Reagan mounts drive 
for massive tax reform

Reagan is trying to 
mount a public campaign to get 
the Legislature moving on his 
massive tax reform program. 
The kickoff came Sunday in a 
televised appeal. 
“ We don’t want any more tax 
gim m icks/' the governor said. 
“ We want true reform, so keep 
those cards and letters coming, 
folks.” 
It was the most blunt plea 
yet by the state chief executive 
for the public to pitch in and 
help him with the series of 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments and bills that make up 
his program. 
In a 30-minute “ Report tuthe 
People” carried on 16 television 
stations and on radio, Reagan 
detailed the tax plan that calls 
for a $1.6 billion boost in the 
state personal income tax and a 
non-residential property tax to 
pay 
for 
matching 
cuts 
in 
property and business inventory 
taxes. 
The plan appears headed for 
difficult times in the relatively 
hostile Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation 
Committee, 
which 
held two evening hearings on 
the proposal last week. 
Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan, R-Tracy, already has 
pit ked a select committee to 
review all tax reform proposals 
—including

withholding tax. The committee 
may suggest an alternative.

George Mos- 
cone and Assemblyman Jess 
Uruh, party leaders in their 
houses, said shortly after the 
plan 
was introduced that it 
represented a $204 million tax 
boost and rewarded the rich at 
the expense of the middle class. 
1 he voters last fall approved 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
backed by Reagan that granted 
a s70 rebate to property tax 
payers and established a $750 
property tax exemption next 
year much like the present 
veterans’ property tax exemp­ 
tion. 
Reagan’s tax bill would boost 
the exemption to $1,000 fin­ 
anced 
by 
state 
money 
and 
eliminate the veterans’ exemp­ 
tion outright. Presently, veter­ 
ans can’t apply for both. 
In addition, Reagan seeks to 
return 
$100 
million 
to 
the 
taxpayers next year by allow­ 
ing them to deduct 10 per cent 
of their income tax. But that 
bill has stalled in the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee. 
The governor said his admi­

Church in the downtown area, 
was reading the regular an­ 
nouncements to a congregation 
of about 225 persons when the 
unarmed party burst in. 
Their 
leader, 
Ronald 
L. 
Wilkins, 23, said he wanted to 
address 
the worshipers and 
Boyd said he could have five 
minutes. 
The 
militants’ “ manifesto” 
was similar to one presented 
last week at Riverside Church 
in New York City by James 
Foreman of the National Black 
Economic Development Confer­ 
ence. 
The group 
demands $500 
million 
for 
alleged 
white 
oppression 
and 
profiteering 
from 
black 
labor 
over the 


years. 
When Wilkins demanded a 
“ donation,” 
he was greeted 
with taunts from the congrega­ 
tion. “ The only thing you’ll get 
is out,’’ yelled one worshiper. 
“ If 
they 
wanted money,” 
commented 
another, 
“ they 
were about 30 years too late. 
We have difficulty just raising 
our budget.” 
The First Methodist once was 
the largest Methodist Epicsopal 
Church in the United States but 
it has shrunk through the years 
as it became afflicted with the 
problems 
that 
beset “ inner 
city” 
churches.

Apollo trial countdown 
begins for Sunday trip

The long Apollo 10 countdown 
begins tonight for the launch of 
three astronauts Sunday on the 
final trial run for a manned 
landing on the moon. 
Thomas P. Stafford, John W. 
Young and Eugene A. Cernan 
will orbit the moon for 2 1-2 
days next week to check the 
landing 
machinery, 
perfect 
moon navigation techniques and 
Inspect the site Apollo 11 is to 
visit July 20. 
“We consider this flight as 
being the final test for the 
whole 
system 
before 
the 
landing,” Young said recently. 
The three astronauts took 
Sunday off and hoped today to 
begin slowing down the pace of 
preparations 
for 
the 
most 
ambitious manned spaceflight 
yet. 
Sunday also was a rest day 
for the launch crew that is 
scheduled to begin the prelimin­ 
ary portion of the countdown at 
midnight EDT. 
Other activity in support of 
the 
eight-day 
moonflight 
is 
picking 
up. 
Four large Air 
Force jets left nearby Patrick 
Air Force Base Sunday for 
stations on the other side of the 
world where they will help fill 
in tracking gaps when Apollo 10 
rockets away from earth. 
The aircraft are heading to 
Cocos 
Island 
in 
the Indian 
Ocean and Perth, Australia, by 


way of stopovers in California 
and Hawaii. They are among 
eight four-engine EC 135 jets 
that will support that mission 
over the Indian and Pacific 
oceans. 
In addition, 44 other Defense 
Department aircraft, 12 ships 
and 7,669 persons will support 
the flight of Apollo 10. 
If all goes well, Apollo 10 will 
blast off at 12:49 p.m. Sunday, 
swing into lunar orbit May 21, 
leave it may 24 and splash 
down in the Pacific Ocean May

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Congress may be asked to make call 
for constitutional convention

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Con­ 
gress soon may be asked to call 
the first constitutional convert 
tion in more than 180 years. 
Although Congress has never 
had to issue such a call and has 
no rules governing its action in 
the 
matter, the Constitution 
provides that Congress “shall 
call’ 
a convention to propose 
amendments at the request of 
twothirds (now 34) of the state 
legislatures. 
Thirty-three state legislatures 
already have voted to request a 
convention to write a constitu­ 
tional amendment overturning 
the Supreme Court’s one-man, 
one-vote rule for representation 
in states with both an Upper 
and Lower House. 
If one more legislature takes 
similar action, the issue proba­ 
bly 
will 
reach 
the capitol, 
touching off a prolonged debate 
that surely would delay con­ 
gressional approval of presi­ 
dent Nixon’s emerging legisla­ 
tive program. 
The petitioning states want to 
cancel 
the Supreme Court’s 
ruling so that they cm be free 
to weigh factors other than 
population, such as economic or 
regional interests, in fixing the 
district 
boundaries 
for 
one 
house of a legislature. 
But 
many 
members 
of 
Congress fear that delegates to 
a national convention might try 
to rewrite the entire Constitu­ 
tion even if their mandate were 
limited to legislative reappro* 
tionment. 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois 
has led a fight to get petitions 
from 
34 
legislatures 
after 
failing twice—by seven votes 
each time—to get the necessary 
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twothirds 
of the Senate to 
approve 
the 
amendment the 
states 
are 
seeking. 
Every 
amendment ever written into 
the 
Constitution 
has 
been 
initiated by Congress. 
Asked last month, after the 
Iowa Senate approved a peti­ 
tion, if he still wanted action, 
Dirksen replied: “ You’re damn 
right. I’ve been working on it 
for years.” 
Although no state has rev­ 
ersed 
itself after voting to 
request a constitutional conven­ 
tion, the North Carolina House 
voted Friday to rescind the 
resolution it adopted in 1965. A 
decision by the State Senate is 
expected this week. 
If the North Carolina legisla­ 
ture revokes its request, two 
more states would have to act. 
Dirksen’s office said he hopes 
at least one more state will join 
the drive within a week or two. 
Only once before have two 
thirds of the legislatures asked 
for an amendment through the 
convention process. That cam­ 
paign, from 1893-1911, finally 
ended when Congress agreed to

ratified, 
it 
required 
popular election of U.S. Seno 
tors, who formerly were elected 
by state legislatures.

TEL AVIV—(NEA)—It has 
been said that behind every 
successful 
m an 
there’s 
a 
woman who keeps his shoul­ 
der to the wheel. But in the 
State of Israel most women 
are so involved in helping to 
develop the economy of their 
country they have little tim e 
to prod their husbands. 
Such a woman is Ruth 
Dayan, wife of Israel’s m in­ 
ister of defense. She is the 
founder and director of M as­ 
kit, a government company 
created to promote the arts 
and crafts of Israel’s im ­ 
m igrants, thereby providing 
them with a source of in­ 
come. 
Mrs. Dayan was born in 
Haifa in 1917, took her early 
education in England and 
then returned to Palestine 
(as it was then) 
and to 
school in Jerusalem . 
In those pioneering days, 
settlem ent of the land was 
given priority over every­ 
thing else and so she at­ 
tended an agricultural school 
located at Nahalal, Israel’s 
first com m unal farm ing vil­ 
lage. 
There 
she m et the 
young farm er, Moshe Dayan, 
and they were m arried when 
she was 18 and he 20. 
“ I settled down as a farm ­ 
e r’s wife,” she said. “ And 
even found tim e to work at 
handcrafts which I loved to 
do.” 
But Palestine was not the 
place where pastoral calm 
could be enjoyed for, long. 
And in those days before 
World War II, Moshe Dayan 
had already started his m ili­ 
tary career, defending their 
area from Arab m arauders. 
Ruth soon found that she 
had a job, too: 
“ I worked as a teacher to 
the hordes of im m igrants 
who flocked to Israel during 
and prior to the war, helping 
them to utilize their trad i­ 
tional crafts and skills. It 
gave them a supplem entary 
m eans of livelihood and at 
the sam e tim e kept alive the 
crafts which were in danger 
of dying out.” 
She traveled through vil­ 
lages and transit cam ps that 
had been hastily built to ab­ 
sorb the refugees and was a 
frequent and welcome visitor 
in the isolated villages, offer­ 
ing a d v i c e and choosing 
sam ples to sell for them.

And in 1953 when 
Moshe Dayan was appointed 
chief of staff of the Israel 
defense f o r c e s , she was 
given the position of head of 
the crafts departm ent in the 
M inistry of Labor with a 
proper budget and transpor­ 
tation.

Ruth D ayan’s life has 
intim ately

Ruth D ayan is a coura­ 
geous woman, dedicated to 
helping Arab women to use 
their skill to keep body * i* 
soul together and increase 
the economic growth of Is­ 
rael as well. 
“The past year has been 
difficult for me in the Arab 
villages,” she a d m i t t e d . 
“ Last year I was an honored 
guest. Now they only tell me 
their troubles.” 
Yet to m aintain her posi­ 
tion as their friend, Mrs. 
Dayan still drives in her 
e a s i l y recognizable Saab 
through their villages to visit 
and help where her help is 
accepted. And she refuses to 
use a guard on these trips. 
“ Why frighten them even 
m ore?” she said. 
This m ost attractive wom­ 
an is gifted with a shining, 
contagious w arm th. W earing 
a handsom e tweed suit and 
a Rom an coin ring that is 
1.006 years old—a gift from 
the m ayor of Jerusalem — 
she looked the epitome of 
sophistication. But when I 
asked her about diplomatic 
social life in Israel, she re ­ 
plied, “ You m ean official 
parties and things like that? 
“ My husband doesn’t like 
them ,” she said. “ So I don’t 
have to go.” She s o u n d e d 
pleased about it all. 
Ruth Dayan is recognized 
as an expert in arts and 
crafts and has represented 
Israel at m any international 
conferences. She recently a t­ 
tended an I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Labor Organization confer­ 
ence for developing countries 
in India and is due to go to 
another in Ethiopia. She is 
also active in welfare work 
for Jew ish and Arab chil­ 
dren and is vice-chairm an of 
the Israel Variety Club. 
Yet the wife of General 
Moshe Dayan takes home- 
m aking s e r i o u s l y , too, it 
seems. As she left she said, 
“ I have to bake bread to­ 
night.”

are important factor at gate 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - In 
recent 
years, 
magnates of 
sporting events have scratched 
up a lot of dandruff while won­ 
dering how to entice more peo­ 
ple into their musky colisse- 
ums. 
Ladies’ days, bat days, cap 
days and ball days are now stan­ 
dard ploys. Pinch-hitting mid­ 
gets and pinchable usherettes 
were other brainstorms. Once 
in awhile an impressario bounds 
up on his desk and exclaims: 
“ Eureka! Let us buy some ster­ 
ling athletes so that we may 
field a triumphant team.” But 
those instances are rare. 
Now a lady comes along who 
says that it is not simply a 
colorful team that will get fans 
spilling pell-mell through turn­ 
stiles, but a colorful park as 
well. 
Scientifically colorful, 
that is. 
Dr. Deborah Sharpe is a psy­ 
chologist and color consultant. 
At the moment she is entang­ 
led in blueprints of Laurel (Md.) 
race track. The hope of the 
Laurel folks is that Dr. Sharpe 
can paint the park so warm and 
exciting that horse scholars will 
be 15 deep along the rail and 
have queues at the mutuel win­ 
dow so long they will extend 
into Baltimore.

several race 
tracks before, and usually made 
the cashier’s windows cool blue 
— so that no one would want to 
go there. 
“ But that changed when I 
did Yonkers Raceway. I learned 
that there was a room, an ac­ 
tual room, where those parted 
from their money can get car­ 
fare home.

It Is not so flashy as red but 
not so cool as blue, and yel­ 
low still has energy. The most 
expensive seats should be blue. 


Rich people like the dignity of 
blue. It also strikes a balance 
with the other colors, stimulat­ 
ing yet subdued, and blends into 
the green of the diamond. Then 
the entire feel of the stadium 
would be one of excitement and 
involvement. 


“ Color is tinged with emo­ 
tion. We’re going to need more 
of both in the future because 
I think the next greatest dis­ 
ease in America will be bore­ 
dom. And colorful sports, in 
a literal sense, could be an 
antidote.”

YORK -—(NEA--- 
Luman Harris wouldn’t laugh. 
He wouldn’t even smile. It is 
not the type of thing the At­ 
lanta Braves manager laughs 
of smiles about. 
All over 
Pittsburgh these 
days, the words ring with the 
reasonance of a brass cuspidor: 
“ Bring Back The Spitter, ” Sput- 
ang! 
On some 70 billboards around 
the city, a grizzled old pitcher 
leers craftily down at his pub­ 
lic and exposes a rather awe­ 
some bulge in his cheek. Tob­ 
acco juice fairly drips from his 
mouth. 
“ Bring Back The Spitter,” 
the sign 
says. 
“ Chew Mail 
Pouch.” 
The chewing tobacco company 
it seems, has decided to take 
its advertising campaign off 
barns and into ball parks. Dur­ 
ing 
a recent 
Pirates game, 
pretty 
girls 
in 
miniskirts 
picketed Forbes Field wearing 
buttons and carrying signs that 
said, naturally, “ Bring Back 
The Spitter,” 
If you ask Luman Harris, 
the spitball is already back. 
It has never gone. 
“ I’m 
going 
to teach 
my 
pitchers to throw the spitball,” 
he fumed recently. 
“ Everybody else we play is 
using it. 
We’ve had at least 
six or seven guys throw it at 
us. B ill Singer of the Dodgers 
has the best spitter I’ve ever 
seen.” 
The spitball controversy is 
not new, of course, It has raged 
for years. Preacher Rowe ad­ 
mitted 
he 
threw 
the illegal 


pitch. Infielder Don Hoak said 
he saw it lots of times. 
“ There was only one time 
I ever saw water actually fly 
off the ball, though,” Hoak said, 
“ and that ball was thrown by 
Lew Burdette.” 
Lew Burdette—former World 
Series hero for the Milwaukee 
Braves and notorious for his 
blatant use of the spitter-den- 
ies the charge to this day,” 
“ I never threw the spitball,” 
he says. “ I never even started 
that herky-jerky stuff on the 
mound until I was accused of 
throwing the spitter. That work­ 
ed even better then the real 
thing. I had batters thinking I 
was throwing it.” 
Burdette, now 42, is minor 
league pitching coach for the 
Montreal Expos’ one-team farm 
system. Most of his livelihood, 
however, is derived from a 
garage he owns in Sarasota, 
Fla. When he talks about base­ 
ball, 
it’s usually about 
the 
spitball or his roommate of 14 
years, Warren Spahn. 
“ I asked Burleigh Grimes how 
to throw the spitter one time,” 
Burdett admits. “ He told me 
I’d be better off if I did use 
it because that way I’d never 
get caught. ‘The thing you want 
to do is make people think you’ re 
throwing it,’ he told me. I did.” 
There is reason to believe, 
however, that Burdette’s know­ 
ledge of the spitter was not 
purely 
psychological. 
He is 
helping promote Mail Pouch’s 
“ Bring Back the Spitball” cam­ 
paign in Pittsburgh and says 
he really means it. 
“ For one thing, it would give 
the game a little more color,” 
he said. “ For another, I be­ 


lieve it would create more .300 
hitters in baseball. That may 
sound strange, but the spitter 
is a tricky pitch to liit and I 
believe the reason guys have 
stopped hitting .300 is because 
everyone’s trying to hit home 
runs. 
“ The spitball would make 
them try a lot harder to get 
their bats on the ball ” 
Spahn, now manager of the 
minor league team in Tulsa, 
never threw the spitter, Bur­ 
dette 
said. 
“ The guy could 
strike people out with bean- 
bags. 
What would he need the 
spitball for?” 
Meanwhile, 
the 
campaign 
goes on— -chaw in cheek, so to 
speak. 
“ We’ve been thinking,” said 
Burdette, “ about sending but­ 
tons to all the pitchers in the 
major leagues.”

The Nixon Administration, in 
addition 
to 
expanding 
the 
program, also is about to begin 
testing a 
plan under which 
mothers can get special protec­ 
tive food allocations at groce­ 
ries and drug stores instead of 
government depots. 


The program was launched 
late last year on a "pilot” basis 
by the 
Agriculture Secretary 
Orville L. Freeman. It provides 
special nutrition-rich food pack­ 
ages for pregnant and nursing 
mothers, and children up to the 
age of five years. 
Unlike 
other welfare food 
programs, the mother-child aid 
system is run locally through 
health experts. Doctors at local 
health clinics are authorized to 
write food "prescriptions” for 
mothers and children when they 
spot 
cases 
of 
actual 
or 
threatened 
malnutrition. The 
mothers then fill the prescrip­ 
tions 
from 
local 
depots of 
stocks donated by the Agricul­ 
ture Department. 
Freeman allocated $8.8 mil­ 
lion for the program on an 
experimental basis in the fiscal 


year ending June 30. At last 
count, aid was going to 25,000 
mothers and children in 83 
localities and was expected to 
reach about 100,000 to 150,000 
by the end of June. 
For 
the 
year 
beginning 
July 1, the Nixon Administra­ 
tion has endorsed a Johnson 
Administration plan to expand 
to $34.5 million. 
This will be 
enough to push enrollment to 
about 1 million mothers and 
children by the summer of 1970, 
experts estimate. 
President Nixon, in endorsing 
the program in a special food 
message to Congress this week, 
said that "serious malnutrition 
during pregnancy and infancy 
can impair normal physical and 
mental development in chil­ 
dren.” 
“ Special effort must be made 
to protect this vulnerable group 
from malnutrition,” Nixon said. 
Under the forthcoming exper­ 
iments, mothers would be given 
vouchers that could be used to 
buy designated baby foods at 
normal commercial outlets. 
As the program now operates, 
local health center physicians 
-and private doctors ins o m e 
cases-can prescribe up to 10 
designated foods to meet the 
special nutritional 
needs 
of 
mothers and 
youngsters. 
In 
many 
cases, 
officials 
say, 
not all of the foods are need­ 
ed or prescribed, but the whole 
list is available for selection by 
physicians.

Rail centennial 


The completion of the first transcontinental railroad was to 
19th-century Americans what the Apollo moon landing will be 
to us, at least in term s of national pride. 
I he last rail is laid, the last spike driven,” was the news 
clicked out from Promontory, Utah, on May 10, 1869 over 
telegraph wires which them selves had united the East and 
West coasts less than a decade before. 
The dual ribbon of steel, authorized by legislation signed 
by Abraham Lincoln in 1862, was not only a historic physical 
accomplishment. It symbolized, in a very practical sense the 
fulfillment of Am erica’s “ Manifest Destiny” - the building of 
one nation from Atlantic to Pacific. 
Amid the solemn oratory occasioned by this 100th anniver­ 
sary, however, it may not be am iss to remember that the noble 
achievement also had its ignoble side, as well as its humorous 
side. 
The railroads, to placate the doomed but still hostile red 
man, offered free passes to the chiefs to ride the iron horse 
and, claimed Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman distributed 
“enough whisky to kill all the Indians within 300 m iles.” 
There was competition and som etim es violence between Irish 
immigrants, exconvicts, Civil War veterans and imported, 
pig-tailed Chinese coolies on the construcion gangs. Rival crews 
traded blows, bullets, boulders and dynamite blasts. 
The two lines — the Union Pacific building westward from 
Missouri and the Central Pacific eastward from Sacramento 
-actually met in western Utah early in 1869, records the Na-

reported, “ was the last part of a $25- 
a-person benefit” for “Cesar Chavez’ 
striking grape pickers, a favorite cause 
of the New Left branch of New York so­ 
ciety.”

Impossible ¡ob 


WASHINGTON —Melvin Laird’s round, 
cheerful face, which wears at tim es an 
expression that can be described only 
as puckish, goes odd­ 
ly with the pronounce­ 
ments of threatening 
doom that come from 
him. 
The 
secretary 
of defense, a shrewd 
and 
able 
operator 
\ 
with

House, is in the ad- 
vanced command post ' 
m 
in 
the fight over the 
anti-ballistic 
m issile 
and not altogether happy as the shot and 
shell burst over his head. 
His is perhaps the most demanding 
position in the government next to the 
presidency itself. 
And, as Laird has 
been telling all the sundry from the first 
day he moved into the Pentagon, far 
from seeking the office he gave Presi­ 
dent Nixon 22 reasons why he should not 
get it. 
He had thought, as one of the presi­ 
dent - elect’s hard-working arrangers, 
that the job would go to a Democrat, 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson of Washington. 
Laird had helped to nail this down for 
Jackson, he hoped, by extracting a pledge 
from the Republican governor of the 
state of Washington, 
Daniel J. Evans, 
that he would appoint a Democrat to take 
Jackson’s 
seat in the Senate. But Jack­ 
son in the end declined the honor. He 
ranks fourth on the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ice Committee, and from that vantage 
point he champions the 
advanced wea­ 
pons 
system s 
the 
generals 
and ad­ 
m irals come up with. 
For all his ability the defense assign­ 
ment is for Laird cruel and unusual pun­ 
ishment. He must cope with issues so 
complex that they defy the understand­ 
ing of even the most brilliant and knowl­ 
edgeable scientist - technicians steep­ 
ed in the lore of m ass annihilation. The 
language they use 
is so esoteric that 
it is difficult, 
if not 
impossible, to 
translate it into term s the ordinary cit­ 
izen 
comprehends. 
So narrow is the 
cftoice between life or death, not for a 
few million humans but for civilization 
itself, that the Archangel Gabriel might 
be hard pressed to come up with an ans­ 
wer. 
In this bind Laird has developed a fun­ 
damental position which he steadfastly 
maintains both in public and private. 
The Soviet Union is building a first- 
strike 
capability with the deployment 
of giant 25 megaton (25 million tons of 
TNT) SS-9S. 
A first strike can destroy 
America’s ability to retaliate and leave 
the Soviets winners in the first all-out 
nuclear exchange. Therefore, the Unit­ 
ed States must build a m issile defense, 
named Safeguard by the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration, to protect the intercontinental 
m issiles that can hit back. 
He brooks no argument on this score. 
American intelligence, above all the 
SAMOS 
satellites, has shown the SS-9S 
being put in place. That is the word 
Laird means to carry to every corner 
of the country as the crucial head count 
in the Senate on the ABM draws nearer 
with a mid-June date likely. 
Laird’s simple view of the matter 
hes its advantages. It is familiar in that 
it poses the good guys, who want only to 
defend them selves, 
against the bad 
guys who want to reduce America to a 
desert. While the experts shoot holes 
in Laird’s 
position, as Ralph Lapp did 
so effectively in a recent analysis, what 
it lacks in sophistication it makes up in 
emotional thrust. 
The sophisticated case is made by the 
master of logic, with his intimate knowl­ 
edge of all that has gone before, Henry 
A. Kissinger, 
the president’s adviser 
on national security affairs. In 1973 
when the first Safeguards have been de­ 
ployed, the Soviet Union will have more 
ABMs than the United States, even though 
in the unlikely event they do not put 
another defensive m issile in place. 
The Soviets know that Safeguard is in­ 
tended not as a protection against Rus­ 
sian ICBMs but as a shield for the mid- 
’70s 
when China may have m issile ca­ 
pacity. The Soviet Union is deploying for 
the same purpose. As for alarming the 
Kremlin and checkmating arm s talks, 
that is nonsense. So is talk of Soviet ov­ 
erreaction producing yet another spiral 
in the nuclear arm s race. What is more, 


with a four-year time lag, if the talks 
succeed and both sides agree to slow 
down, deployment of the ABMs can be 
halted. 
From his fox hole in the White House 
Kissinger has a far more secure posi­ 
tion, if only because he is not required 
to carry the torch to the country. His 
20-hour 
day can be devoted entirely 
to the complexities of security in the 
m issile age. 
The secretary of defense is vulnerable. 
That has been the history of the office. 
Nine men have occupied the post since 
it was created in 1947 — 10 with Laird 
— and the roster is hardly a reason for 
celebration. 
The first secretary of defense, James 
Forrestal, 
overwhelmed 
by service 
infighting and the effort to hold the de- 


fense establishment together at the end 
of the war, suffered a mental breakdown 
ending in suicide. The average tenure 
has been a year and a half to two years. 
Robert 
S. 
McNamara’s 
seven years 
were a record, as was his mastery of 
the job and his success in restraining 
the demands for more and more and 
newer and newer weapons. 


laird is unique — the first politician 
out of Congress to hold the office. If he 
can get on top of the job, and the head 
count on ABM in the Senate will not be 
the ultimate test, he will have demon­ 
strated that Congress provides a more 
formidable conditioning than anyone sus­ 
pected.
